IN REVERSING CASE

John C. Dyott, Special 
U. S. Prosecutor, Files 
Petition for New Hearing 


on Defendant’s Appeal. 


A rehearing of the Heber Na- 
tions case, in which the United 
States Circult Court of Appeals re- 
cently reversed the conviction of 
the former State Labor Commis- 
sioner, on a charge of conspiracy 
to violate the Volstead act, is asked 


for in a petition, supported by a 
brief, filed with the Appellate 
Court yesterday by John C. Dyott, 
special Government prosecutor in 
teh case, 

If a rehearing !{s not allowed, 
Dyott asks the Court to certify 
the petition to the United States 
Supreme Court for decision. 

Says New Error Was Made. 

Dyott contends that the Court of 
Appeals itself erred when it re- 
versed the conviction on one ques- 
tion raised under Section 21 of the 
Judicial Code, holding that Federal 
Judge Faris committed a reversible 
error when he did not disqualify 
himself from trying the case, after 
Nations’ counsel had filed an affi- 
davit, alleging Judge Faris was 
prejudiced against the defendant. 

Consideration of all provisions 
of Section 21, Dyott argues, would 
have prectuded a reversal, as the 
affidavit was deficient in that it 
did not give any facts or reasons 
in support of the allegation of 
prejudice. 

Decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court and other courts, 
according to Dyott, have held that 
proof of prefudice is required. Sev- 
eral decisions are cited in the brief. 


Request for Rehearing. 
Dyott gave notice July 24 that 


ihe would request a rehearing. Had 


the reversal been accepted. Nations

What would 
you say if such a law were passed?

Sedition and Its Penalties. 

“The Constitution says: ‘Priests 
may not in the pulpit utter sedi- 
tious speeches or attack the law 
of the land,’ and now the law says 
priests who preach sermons sedi- 
tious in character will be pun- 
ished with such and such penal- 
ties.”’ 

“They protest. What does it 
mean? It means they intend to 
break the law, that they tntend to 
preach seditious sermons. 

“The Constitution says that mani- 
festations and worship outside the 
churches is prohibited and the law 
now says that he who performs 
acts of exterior worship will be 
punished with such-and-such pen- 
alties. 

“If the Catholics have no inten- 
tion of infringing the law, why do 
they preach against it? It is cer- 
tain that if the punishments were 
not indicated, Catholic priests 
would continue to disobey the law 
as they have been doing for four 
centuries. 

“The Episcopate says it will close 
the temples because of the new law, 
in effect from July 31. What is 
this law? It is that which estab- 
lishes penalties. 

“The Episcopate seeks the Pope’s 
opinion. His reply is, ‘I condemn 
this law and order you to disregard 
it.” In other words, he advises no 
resornition of the Government and 
institutions of the country. By 
what right does he do that? 

Can't Allow Pope to Meddle. 

“What would the United States 
if the Pope 
should say to the people of the 
United States that they must dis- 
obey the laws of your country? 


|How can any government submit to 


meddling of this kind? 

“What they desire to do is to dis- 
own the Constitution. That is the 
heart’ of this conflict. No one has 
the right to disown the Constitu- 
tion. Not even in the past ages 
when nations were governed by 
Catholic kings and princes, who 
were fanatics, was Rome allowed to 
interfere in the interior government 
of states. How -can they pretend 
to meddle in this country?

Story of Rise of Jack Cochran, Real ‘“Go- 


Getter,” 


and Henri Chouteau, 


Who 


Tossed Away His Silver Spoon. 


HE interest that attaches to a 
political contest in which the 
people are called upon to select 
a new representative by the retire- 
ment of a tried servant is height- 
ened in the Eleventh Congressiona!] 
District by the nomination of two 
picturesque figures. 

Harry B. Hawes ies retiring as 
Congressman, ‘to make the Demo- 
cratic race for United States Sen- 
ator. The Republicans have nom- 
inated Henry Chouteau, direct de- 
scendant of Auguste Chouteau, one 
of the founders of the citnw The 
Democrats have chosen Jack Coch- 
ran, product of Kerry Patch, who 
has resided the entire 47 years of! 
his life within the district. 

Cochran has a notable, 
unsung record of unusual public 
service. Chouteau, who tossed 
away his silver spoon, has by his 
own grubbing and before he has 
reached the age of 37, built up a 
comfortable fortune in real estate 
and has begun to bathe in the wa- 
ters of political activity, so pleas- 
ing to many who have the means 
to take the plunge, sink or swim. 

Cochran is Washington-wisce. 

Cochran is Washington broke. 
For 14 years he has been a Wash- 
ington secretary—to Congressman 
Igoe, to Congressman Hawes, to 
Senator Stone. Washington would 
not bewilder him. During his long 
work htere, he has become pos- 
sessed of possibly the best scissors 
in the capitol fer shearing away 
red tape entanglements. He is 
known as a “go-getter.” By that 
is meant that he has learned how 
to get what Congressional consti- 
tuents want and get it quickly. Con- 
gressional fences are built of small 
favors—not notable legislation. 

Both Igoe and Hawes will say 
that in no small measure of their 
ability to be elected Democratic 
Congressmen from a Republican 
city, term after term, was due to 
Jack Cochran's indefatigable at- 
tention to the affairs of the folks 
back home. 

Igoe and Cochran were green 
when they embarked upon their 
careers in Washington. It was in 
the days of free seeds and Govern- 
ment pamphlets. To each mem- 
ber of Congress was allotted a fixed 
number of each. They were am- 
munition of the most powerful cal- 
iber for the country Congressman. 
The city Congressmen were easily 
persuaded to turn over their allot- 
ments. About the first thing that 
happened when Igoe hit Washing- 
ton was a request from country 
Congressmen for his allotments. 

“Wait a minute,” Cochran said. 
“Tet’s see what they are.” He 
began erading Government pamph- 
lets. He found there were more 
than 500 of them. He found they 
dealt with home decorating, back 
yard farming, with a hundred-and- 
one Subjects that couldn’t interest 
all the people, but in some one or 
two of which the people wjth an 
interest could be found. He de- 
clined to permit Igoe to surrender 
his allotment. 

What Political Fences Are Built Of 

Instead he wrote 45,000 personal 
letters to residents of the Eleventh 
Congressional District. He grouped 
the pamphlets in classes of five 
each and offered to send any 
group to any constituent who in- 
dicated his interest. He got 29,- 
000 replies. 

They came from professional men 
with a hobby for raising tomatoes, 
from housewives who wanted re- 
cipes, from all walks of life in the 
Eleventh District. It was a new ex- 
perience for the constituents. No 
other Congressman ever had shown 
that sort of personal interest. 

One woman wanted the Govern- 
ment pamphlets on how to detect 
oleomargarine. She suspected that 
her husband was substituting on 
her when she sent him to the store 
with the exact change counted out. 
One man wrote: “You lose my vote 
if you don’t stop sending my wife 
dope on how to make a garden. I! 
want to spend my Saturday after- 
noon at the ball game.” 

Among the pamphlets was one on 
“Hliow to Care for the Baby.” 
Cochran clipped the record of 
births each day from the Post-Dts- 
patch, and in every home in the 
Eleventh Congressional District, a 
few days after a new arrival, there 
came a congratulatory note from

Congressman Igoe and the pam: 


‘phiet, ‘“‘“How to Care for the Baby.” 


When women got the vote, Jack 
Cochran had sewed up the Elev- 
enth Congressional District for his 
man. Also it got Congressman Igoe 
a full page in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post under Sam _ Blythe's 
heading, ‘“Who’s Who—and Why” 
—the Congressman who was inter- 
ested in babies. 
“Best Secretary in Capital.” 

Cochran’s title of ‘‘the best sec- 
retary in Washington’ was won 
purely by hard work. It is likely 
that few men can match his rec- 
ord of having read every issue of 
the Congressional Record for the 
last 14 years. Every morning when 
Igoe got to his desk, he found the 
Congressional Record there with 
every reference to matters’. that 
might interest Igoe or the Eleventh 
district, marked by Cochran. 

When the war came, United 
States Senator Stone was chairman 
of the most important committee 
in either House—the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. He immediate- 
ly sought “‘the best secretary in 
Washington” and drafted Cochran 
from Igoe. Stone’s death after an 
year delivered Cochran back to: 
Igoe. 

When Igoe retired and Harry 
Hawes was elected, he immediate- 
ly availed himself of Cochran, who 
built up in his district as enviable 
a record for Hawes as he had for 
Igoe. Congressmen were being 
flooded with requests for aid for 
those having difficulties with sol- 
diers’ claims. Cochran accepted 
that task with the same ardor that 
he had cultivated the district with 
seeds and pamphlets. No request 
was too trivial to claim his in- 
stant, thorough, interested atten- 
tion. 

Settling Soldiers’ Claims, 

Literally hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of soldier’s claims were suc- 
cessfully settled through Cochran. 
Many were claims that previously 
had been denied. He was persist- 
ent and dogged. Some required 
many months of personal effort 
and he gave it. Hawes says: 
“Cochran was the hardest worker 
in Washington.” He not. only 
learned to what department to go 
to get action, but to what individ- 
ual in each department. He ca- 
joled, stormed or threatened in be- 
half of Eleventh District constitu- 
ents until he got some action. 

Soon St. Louisans in other dis- 
tricts began to take their soldiers’ 
claims to Cochran and they 
trickled in from out state also. He 
neglected none. The first visitor 
to his office after primary election 
day was a4 woman, whose husband 
and son had been severely injured 
and who required the help of an- 
other son who is in the navy. She 
wanted Cochran to get the son 
discharged. He set the cogs to 
grinding at once. Such service has 
given Cochran the personal ac- 
quaintance and gratitude of thou- 
sands of persons whom he now 
seeks to represent as he has in the 
past, but with the title of office 
attached to his name. 

Before his entrance to politics 
Cochran was a newspaper reporter, 
having worked on all St. Louis 
newspapers. He is married, has no 
children and resides at 4959 Wabi- 
da avenue. 

Chouteau's Political Rise. 

It is curious that Cochran's op- 
ponent, Henri Chouteau, has built 
his political success so far on the 
same sort of indefatigable concen- 
tration upon the business of pleas- 
ing people and establishing a per- 
sonal contact. He started only with 
his desire to mix in the game. He 
was not one of “the boys.’”” He bad 
no machine, only enough money 
not to be dependent upon solicita- 
tion and its ensuing involvements 
and obligations. He first got him- 
self named as a Republican State 
Committeeman. Soon thereafter he 
established himself also as presi- 
dent of the Nineteenth Ward Re- 
publican Club. 

From those posts of advantage, 
he plunged as a candidate for hie 
first elective office—that of Repre- 
sentative from the Fourth District 
in the State Legislature. The fourth 
Legislative District corresponds in 
boundaries very closely to the 
Eleventh Congressional District 
and for 14 years the Congressional! 
District has been Democratic. 


PLAN TRIP TO CHICAGO 
FOR CATERPILLAR BOAT 


Owners of Sunco A-2 Will 
Tow Barges From Grafton, 
Ill., on Test Journey. 


The caterpillar tractor.boat, 
Sunco A-2, is scheduled to make its 
first trip to Chicago this week. It 
will take a load of two barges 


north from Grafton, Ill., which is 
at the mouth of the Illinois River. 

On the trip to Chicago it will 
follow the Illinois River to La Salle, 
Ill., the Illinois-Michigan canal to 
Joliet and the Chicago Drainage 
canal the rest of the way. On the 
return it is planned to haula cargo 
of freight. 

The Sunco A-2, which was de- 
scribed in the Post-Dispatch when 
it was first tested in the Mississippi 
early this summer, was built by 
the Standard Unit Navigation Co., 
which plans a comprehensive sys- 
tem of freight hauling on the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. 

It has twin hulls, between which 
operates an endless chain, with 
perforated paddles attached, as 
propellers. The Sunco A-2 has a 
gasoline engine, but the future 
craft of the company are planned 
to have Diesel engines. 

The towboats are devised partic- 
ularly for shallow waters, and they 
are expected to make four miles 
an hour upstream with a tow of 
200 tons. The company, of which 
Carl J. Bear is president and Ar- 
thur B. Birge secretary, hopes to 
introduce water transportation of 
freight between this city and Lake 
Michigan, and later to reopen the 
Missouri River as a freight water- 
way, with Kansas City and Omaha 
as terminals,

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Twenty-four 
airplanes of various makes and 
models rested safely af the airmail 
field, Maywood, tonight, after com- 
pleting, in two hops, the first leg 
of the second annual 2600-mile 
commercial airplane reliability 
tour. 

The missing Woodson plane was 
later found at Gary, Ind., from 
where its pilot reported he had been 
forced down by engine trouble. He 
planned to join the others here to- 
morrow. 

Twenty-five machines, competing 
for a silver trophy donated by Ed- 
sel Ford, left Detroit this morning, 
flew 127 miles to Kalamazoo, Mich. 
and this afternoon hopped 128 
miles to Chicago. They will have 
an easy day tomorrow, with a 90- 
mile flight up the shore of Lake 
Michigan to Milwaukee. On Mon- 
day they will go to St. Paul. 

Five thousand persons hailed the 
airmen as they arrived here, all 
24 sailing down to perfect land- 
ings. 

The huge, triple-engined, ~all- 
metal Ford plane, with an enclosed 
cabin capable of carrying 10 pas- 
sengers, the largest in the contest, 
was the object of a rush by thou- 
sands of persons, but by the time 
it had taxied into line the smallest 
craft in the flight was on the field 
and the big ship was, for the mo- 
ment, deserted. The “flivver,” a 
tiny Driggs Dart, was threatened 
with serious damage by the spec- 
tators and to save it from being 
wrecked in the stampede to view 
it it was taxied to the air mail 
hangar.

Victim of Lake Denmark, N. J., Disaster 
Found With Buddy in’ Toledo — Doesn’t 
Recognize His Father.

TOLEDO, O. Aug. 7—His memory | 
gone, his nerves unstrung and his 
heart aching for home, Oliver C. 
Bliss, 18 years old, of Waterville, 
O., nestled in the arms of his 
mother today trying to piece to- 
gether events since July 10 when 
lightning struck Lake Denmark: 
N. J. arsenal. With him, groping 
through the mists of a lost men- 
tality, Paul W. Moreau, 21, of 
New Britain, Conn., was sharing 
hospitality of the Bliss home. 

The two shell-shocked marines 
were found &t the interurban sta- 
tion here today by Verne Bliss, 
Oliver's father. First intimfation 
that they were in Toledo came yes- 
terday when a cousin, Ralph Bliss, 
reported he had seen Oliver on the 
Search was instituted im- 
mediately. 

When found, Oliver denied his 
identity to his father 

“I don’t know you,” he said, 
“and if you don’t leave us alone, 
I will call a policeman.” 

It was more than an hour be- 
fore Oliver recognized any of his 
relatives and then only intermit- 
tently. 

Neither he nor Moreau could say 
how they got to Toledo. 

A huge hole in the back yard 
of the little farm, not much like a 
shell crater, causes Oliver to shud- 
der and cling to his mother, sob- 
bing and crying that the ammuni- 
tion will explode again. Mrs. 
Bliss. her eyes filled with tears, 
holds her boy to her bosom as she 
did when he was a baby and tries 
to comfort him. 

“Tt was the hand of God that 
directed my boy to Toledo,” she 
said. “No,” half defiantly, ve 
don’t notice any change in him.” 

Oliver’s account of the explosion 
which destroyed the ammunition 
depot was hazy.

Bliss and Moreau Not Known to 


Have Been in Explosion.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—Since the 


Lake Denmark, N. J., arsenal ex- 


plosion, lists of the Marine Corps 
have carried Oliver C. Bliss and 
Paul W. Moreau as missing.

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DEATH ENDS GRUDGE 
OF FORMER FRIENDS 


Man, Who ‘Shot Poolroom 
Keeper, Succumbs to Self- 
Inflicted Wounds. 


William E. McGrath, 64 years 
old, of 307% Pine atreet, died 
early yesterday at City Hospital of 
a self-inflicted bullet wound in the 
chest, thus ending a strange grudge 
which he entertained toward Fred 
Bach, 50 years old, who conducts 
a pool room at the Pine street ad- 
dress below McGrath's room. 

For 15 years McGrath roomed 
there, and for the first 12 years he 
and Bach were friends. In the last 
three years, however, he ignored 
Bach when they passed on the 
street and he never entered the 
pool room. 

On Friday afternoon he pald a 
farewell visit to the pool. room. 
Passing by several players. he 
forced his way into Bach's office 
in the rear, flourished a revolver 
and announced to Bach, seated at 
his desk: 

“I’ve a grudge against you and 
I’m going to put you out of the 
way.” 

He fired four shots at Bach, two 
missing and two inflicting slight 
flesh wounds, Then he locked 
himself tin a closet and when po- 
licemen called on him to emerge, 
he shot himself over the heart and 
stumbled out. 

“I wanted it over with.” he told 
police, and mumbled . something 
about trying to collect a $200 debt 
from Bach. The latter denied ow- 
ing anything. Bach had $495.27 
cash and $18.50 in checks in his 
pockets. He has been arrested 64 
times in the last 10 years as a 
handbookmaker, but never can- 
victed. 

McGrath was formerly a bar- 
tender and, according to Bach, had 
been a bootlegger since prohibi. 
tion. He is survived by a daugh- 
ter in New York City and a son 
in Houston, Tex.

The time has come for a re-examination of the 
policy that foisted on the American people in 1922, 
as one of the first fruits of the “return to normalcy,’ 
the Fordney-McCumber high-tariff act. 

One hears it said, now and again, that since the South 
has become an industrial region the tariff is no lenger 
an issue in politics. Old-line Republican politicians 
would be glad to have that impression permeate the 
country. From the point of view of the Smoots, the 
Butlers and the other servitors of special privilege 
in Congress, the taking of the country’s mind off the 
abominations of the Fordney-McCumber act is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished. To such men as 
Mr. Grundy of the Pennsylvania Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and Mr. Mellon of the Aluminum Trust, the 
removal of the tariff as an issue would be even 
| more welcome. Not only would it perpetuate the 
extortionate schedules of the Fordney-McCumber act 
and make possible even higher ones, but it would 
save a lot of the money that the beneficiaries of 
the act are now called upon to pour into campaigns 
for the election of “safe” men. Witness Pennsylva- 
nia! To enjoy the benefits of the tariff without hav- 
ing to return any of the profits in the form of cam- 
paign contributions—-what a highly desirable condi- 
tion of 100-per-centism that would be!

The imports were scarcely 1 per cent of the domes- 
tic production. It would seem that here was an in- 
dustry fairly well intrenched against foreign com- 
petition. Yet sewing machines were placed on the 
dutiable list. 

The domestic production of paints and pigments, 
not including coal-tar dyes, was valued at over $274,- 
000,000 and the imports were barely more than one- 
half of 1 per cent of that amount. Yet the duties 


were more than doubled to “protect” the cakes! 


industry. 
In the case of rubber footwear the domestic pro 


duction was $94,000,000, and the imports too insig- 
nificant to be separately reported in the official 
tables. Yet the duty was raised from 10 to 25 per 
cent ad valorem. 

Examples might be multiplied to show that the 
protective tariff principle is applied without regard 
to production costs. One other—the classical exam- 
ple of sugar—will suffice. The Fordney-McCumber | 
act granted a 78 per cent increase in the tariff on | 
sugar. The rate on Cuban raw sugar became 1.76 
cents a pound. A majority of the United States Tariff 
Commission—this was in the days before President 
Coolidge changed the personnel of the commission to 
make it an unfailing supporter of the high tariff— 
decided after a long investigation that a rate of 1.23 


cents would afford American growers ample protec- 
tion against the lower Cuban production costs. The 
commission reported that the cost to the country of | 
the 1,76-cent rate, against the proposed 1.23-cent rate, | 


The balance, $40,000,000, was 
the toll paid by the public to the American sugar pro- 
ducers. President Coolidge refused to accept the rec- 
ommendation of the commission.

The Trade Commission report continues: 

The act went into effect on Sept. 22, 1922. The 
Aluminum Company of America increased its 
price of ingots on Sept. 26, 1922, from 20 cents to 
22 cents per pound, and on Nov. 1, 1922, the price 
was again increased to 23 cents per pound. Thus. 
in a little over one month after the tariff went 
into effect, the entire increase in duties of ingot 
aluminum was reflected in the price to the con- 
sumer. The price of sheet aluminum was also 
increased on Sept. 26, 1922, and Nov. 22, 1922, ag- 
gregating 3 cents per pound, against 51-2 cents 
per pound increase in the tariff duties.

Busy Season 


For Theater 


Starts Soon 


Some Sixty New Plays 
Are Scheduled for Pro- 
duction in New York 
During September and 
October — American 
Playwrights Will Pre- 
dominate. ? 


By WELAS ROOT. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 7. 
UGUST this year is duller than 
usual. Only a scattering of 

openings are marked on the 
month’s schedule and nome of 
these of wide prospective impor- 
tance. This condition differs sharp- 
ly from Augusts of 19265 &nd 1924. 
A year ago plays were tumbling in 
from all directions and steaming 
first-night audiences could be seen 
cooling off between the acts any 
Monday and Tuesday night. 

This welcome lethargy on _ the 
parts of the producers dees not 
foreshadow a jax season. Managers 
are simply preserving their wares 
until such time as the temperatures 
fall to a point agreeable to theater 
going. The lack of openings in 
August, however, does guarantee as 
fall to a point agreeable to theater 
beginning the first of September as 
New York has probably known. 

Dozens and dozens of produc- 
tions have been tried out this sum- 
mer or are now in rehearsal: for 
early fall showings. Theater rents 
in September and October will be 
stéep and the mortality among un- 

. Worthy offerings high. Statistics 
for last season indicate that every 
first-class theater in New York 
housed, on the average, three pro- 


. ductions through the year. Rough- 


ly calculating, nearly 60 plays are 
already planned for September and 
October, one for every night in 
every week.

So died. as for 30 years he had lived, 
with hate {n his heart, a member of a once 
prominent Missouri family, a man college- 
trained and prosperous in other days; whose 
brother was a banker and @ legislator; a 
man greedy, and of once determined will 
for power. He and that brother enmeshed 
themseives in trickery, theft, arson, and in 
the end, tn murder... Both were sentenced 
to die. The brother was hanged. Put the 
hermit es¢aped, thanks to the other's ruse, & 
hunted man, pursued by fear, possessed, 
sometimes, by furies. 

He waa George FE. Taylor, who with his 
banker-brother Wil}, had brought to c}imax 
m ecarcer of crime-by the murder of Gus 
Meeks, Meeks’ wife and their two daugh- 
ters, on the night of May 10, 1894, near the 
town of Browning, Mo.

In the month of May, 1890, a forged 
check for several hundred dollars drawn 
against Wil Taylor’s bank in Browning Was 
pald by. the Baird Bank at Kirkaville, Mo. 
Will Taylor called the check a forgery and 
-efused to pay it. After au investigation by 
the Baird Bank and local officials George 
Taylor, Will Taylor and Gus Meeks were in- 
dicted for forgery, convicted and sentenced 
to the penitentiary, each for five years. They 
appealed the case. On it dragged. And on.

ATER Will Taytor was arrested on & 
charge of arson, accused of setting fire 
4ina photograph gallery on which he 
held fusurance, and of burning the Gibson 
lumber vard adjoining. He had powerful 
friends. His family connections ‘were 
wealthy. He had been a mamber of the Mis- 
sourl Legieiature from Sullivan County. He 
managed more delays. 

Then iu 1893 two carloads of fat cattle 
were atolen from Warren McCullough, of 
Milan, Missouri. Willi Taylor, Gue Meeke, 
who had been conyicted in the forgery case; 
Arthur Binghem, a cousin of Taylor, and one 
Abner Page, were charged with the theft. 
Page, turning State's evidence, convicted 
Meeks, the first to go to trial. And Meeke 
was sentenced to two years in the Missouri 
penitentlary. 

Meeks, eood-natnred and nore too bright, 
up to that point had escaped payment for 
his part in the series of crimes which had 
aroused Sullivan and Linn counttes. At Lin- 
ueus ne made a deposition to establish Will 
Taylor's gulit in the arson case, just before 
he started serving his two years. Governor 
Wiillam J. Stone, after two months, par- 
doned the man at the request of the prose- 
cuting attorneys of Linn and Sullivan coun- 
tlese. And Meeks promised to return and 
teatify againet George Taylor when, on May 
21, the banker faced the court for stealing 
McCullough’s cattle. Early in May, 1894, 
then, Meeks wax back at his home in Milan, 
waiting. . 

Easily bent, was Gus Meeks, to another's 
will. Yet he had a certain bargaining 
shrewdness. ‘‘Thia has cost me $1000 ana 
l won't go for one cent leas,’ he told the 
Taylors when they sought to bribe hAlm to 
leave the country. Though they were at his 
merey they were bargainers. In the end 
he did agree to go, for a good team, a 
Wagon, snd $800. 

On May 1, 1894, the Taylor boys were 
im Milan. Night came, and near midnight 
a knock awekened Gus Meeks and his fam- 
iy, who had laid down in their clothes to 
sieep while awaiting the Taylors’ coming. 


GC y OME on, Gus," called George. 
But Gus wouldn't go alone. His 
mother was pleading with him not 

to ieave. He wouldn't start without his 

wife and family. The Taylors yielded 
in the end and they set forth. the two 
brothers, Meeks, his wife and their three 
daughters; a 4-months babe, a child of 

2, and Nellie, who Was 7 vears old. The 

Tariors joaded the family and its feather 

bed into a wreon borrowed from their 

futher, who had loaned thein also his fast 
road team. Probably before they started 

Gus Meeks had eren the color of the Taylor 

money. 

It was @ warm May night, a night of op- 
preesive, heavy atr, when the heat of the 
spring duy ts followed by the threat of 
storm. The moon, two hours betore. had 
sunk in the west, and there and to the suuth 
great banks of black clouds, which blotted 
out the stars, were dilaclosed in billowing 
shapes by frequent flashes of heat lightning. 
Northward from the Meeks home at Milan 
the Taylors drove, then, doubling on their 
- trecks, turned southward. 

What they talked of on that ride no one 
has told. Probably of Oklahoma and the 
“Indien nation.” To impoverished Missourt

farmers of that day 


Oklahoma was 4a 
land of promise. 
Only the year before 
some of the ‘‘new” 
country had heen 
opened for settle- 
ment. And in the 
‘Indian nation’ 
there were hiding 
places for a missing 
witness till pursuit 
was stilled. On the 
fertile soll of Okla- 
homa Gus Meeks 
could start anew 
with his family, his 
featherbed, the feam 
and wagon, the 
3°00. It is easy to 
imagine how he 
planned as he rode 
tat night—-planned 
for a future that 
was not to be. 

The storm broke 
as they toiled up 
Jenkins Hill, near 
George Taylor's 
farm, and about two 
miles from Brown- 
ing. A sudden gale 
of fresh wind blew, 
and thrashed In the 
underbrush that 
lined the roadside. 
Fork-tongued light- 
nings darted across 
the blue-black of the 
sky and seemed to 
burst with the de- 
tonationa of rever- 
herating thunder.

UD-STAINED, biood-stained, torn. 
VM cwtrazsies and bruised, a pathetic 


little figure stood in the glow of the 
rising sun on a rain-drenched world, and 


knocked at the door of Mrs. Sallie Carter's 


farmhouse two miles from Browning, early 
the next morning. It was 7-vear-old Nellie 
Meeks. 

“My maw, and my pew, and my sisters ts 
dead over there in that strawstack,” she 
said, pointing across at the brown mound 
in George Taylor's cornfield. “They was 
buried there by George and Bill Taylor. I 
was, too, but I rooted out.’ 

- Mrs. Carter wouldn’t and couldn't believe 
that tale of horror. “You're making that 
up,’’ she told the girl. But Nellie, with a 
child’s rambling iove of de- 
tail, told the tale again while 
Mrs. Carter washed and 
dressed her bruises. Now 
and again the kindly woman 
loohed across at the mystery 
of the satrawstack as she 
listened to the dramatic 
story. She saw George Tar- 
lor, now, drive down from 
the roadside with a harrow, 
dragging it around = the 
strawsiack in his six-day- 
planted field. 

‘Jimmy,’ she called to her 
15-year-old nephew, “you 
run over and tell Mr. Taylor 
what this child says.

reward of $2100 was posted for the broth-

From Browning, Milan and Linneus, a 
mob of more than 300 men had assembled 
at Brookfield, Missouri, to take and lynch 
the Taytors when the Sheriff landed them 
there. He was warned and siipped them 
into Macon. Later they pleaded it impos- 
sible to get a fair trial in Linn or Sullivan 
Counties and they came to trial for the 
murders at Carroliton, in March, 1895. 


HE first jury could not agree. Elev- 
en to one for conviction it voted. 
And the one man hung on. Again 
the Taylors faced a jury on June 26, 
1896. Prosecuting Attorney T. M. Brés- 
nehan of Linn County was assisted by 
the Prosecuting Attorneys of Sullivan and 
Carroll counties and by other counsel, 
Half a dozen noted lawyers appeared for 
the Taylors. Curiously enough, Nellie 
Meeks was not called as a witness. The 
circumstantial evidence presented was 
so strong that the jury found them gullty on 
first ballot. The Supreme Court upheld the 
verdict. They were to be hung April 30, 
1896. 

In the jai! at Carrollton, with the Tay- 
lora, was another murderer, Lee Cunning- 
ham. Jailer Lou Shelton locked up all three 
at 8:30 o'clock on the night of April 12. At 
the corner of the jail yard he met a friend 
and stopped to visit. An unustal  nolse 
from the other side of the building Iinter- 
rupted their conversation. Shelton ran to 
investigate and into his arms plumped Lee 
Cunningham. Dangling half way down a 
60-foot hose, suspended from the fail roof.

HAT night of April 12, 1896, when 
George Taylor escaped from jail, a fast 
trotting team belonging to a relative 
of his was driven out of Carroliton. That 
night there disappeared from the community 
two nb’er-do-wells since dead. Years after 
one of them returned to tell J. R. Craven, 
now of Tulaa, that the two had been paid 
for driving George Taylor out of the coun- 
try, and provided with money to take the 
three to South America. They tramped over 
the United States, he sald, and later enlisted 
and served-—the three of them—tin the 
Spanish-American War. 


The hermit told of such war service to C. 
E. Kennon, to whom, a few months before 
his death, he told his story. “But,” said 
Kennon, “he'd told so many lies, 1] paid no 
attention.’’ He also told Kennon he had 
lived for a time in England. It is far more 
likely true that he was never far from Okla- 
homa after his escape. 


When Oklahoma was opened to settlement 
it filled up with Missourlans. It is said if 


you see two men talking on Tulsa’s streets 


and know one is not from Missouri, you may 
be certain the other is. Consequently there 
are hundreda of people here who remember 
the Meeks murders, and many who, knowing 
George Taylor in his prosperous days, were 
able to identify the hermit, as they passed 
with hundreds of others through the Mow- 
bray mortuary where his body was held. 


There are at least five authenticated rec- 
ords that George Taylor was seen and rec- 
ognized in this State in the quarter of a 
century that elapsed between the murders 
and the day he drifted down the Arkansas 
River in a flatboat five years ago and es- 
tablished himself as ruler over the Sand 
Springs dump.

He was invited to an imperial 
house party at Compiegne. The guests 
were commanded to get ready to g0 


hunting, but Pasteur begged to be excused; 
he had had a dray load of-apparatus sent 
up from Paris—though he was only staying 
at the palace for a week!—and he im- 
pressed their Imperial Majesties enormously 
by bending over his microscope while every- 
body else was occupied with frivolous and 
gay amusements. ‘ 


The world must know that microbes have 
got to have parents! At Paris he made a 
popular speech at the scientific soiree at 
the Sorbonne, before Alexandre Dumas, the 
novelist, and the woman genius, George 
Sand, the Princess Mathilde, and a hundred 
more smart people. That night he staged 
a scientific vaudeville that sent his audi- 
ence home in awe and worry; he showed 
them lantern siides ‘of a dozen different 
kinds of germs; mysteriously he darkened 
the hall and suddenly shot a single bright 
beam of light through the blackness. ‘Ob- 
serve the thousands of dancing specks of 
dust in the path of this ray,”’ he cried; ‘‘the 
air of this hall is filled with these specks 
of dust, these thousands of little nothings 
that you should not despise always, for 
sometimes they carry disease and death; 
the typhus, the cholera, the yellow fever 
and many other pestilences!’’ This was 
dreadful news; his audience shuddered, 
convinced by his sincerity. Uf course this 
news was not strictly true, but Pasteur was 
no mountebank—he believed it himself. 
Dust and the microbes of the dust had be- 
come his life—he was obsessed with dust. 
At dinner, even at the smartest houses, he 
would hold his plates and spoons close up 
to his nose, peer at them, scour them with 
his napkin. He was with a vengeance put- 
ting microbes on the map... 


VERY Frenchman, from the Em- 
vere down, was becoming excited 

about Pasteur and his microbes. 
Whisperings of mysterious and marvelous 
events seeped through the gates of the Nor- 
mal School. Students, even professors, 
passed the laboratory a little atremble 
with awe. One student might be heard 
remarking to another, as they passed the 
high gray walls of the Normal School 
in the Rue d’Ulm: “There is a man 
working here—his name is Pasteur—who is 
finding out wonderful things about the ma- 
chinery of life. He knows even about the 
origin of life. He is even going to find out, 
perhaps, what causes disease. , ..”" So 
Pasteur succeeded in getting another year 
added‘ to the course of scientific studies; 
new laboratories began to go up; his stu- 
dents shed tears of emotion at the fiery 
eloquence of his lectures. He talked about 
microbes causing disease long before he 
knew anything about whether or not they 
caused disease. He hadn't yet got his 
fingers at the throats of mysterious plagues 
and dreadful deaths, but he knew there 
were other ways to interest the public, to 
arouse even such a hard-headed person as 
the average Frenchman. 

“I beg you,” he addressed the French 
people in a passionate pampbiet, “take 
some interest in those sacred dwellings

Once more he started out to show all of 
France how acience could save money for 
her industry; he packed up boxes of glass- 
ware and an eager assistant, Duciaux, and 
bustled off to Arbois, his old home—he 
hurried off up there to study the diseases 
of wine—to save the imperiled wine indus- 
try, which he did with great acclaim. 


HEN for a short time he worked

CHICAGO, Illinois. 
HE course in busi- 
ness psychology at

Or was it the slow, 
precise, pedantic English in which Abani 
Bose phrased his many questions, for 
though keen and quick of mind he was in- 
quiring. Betty does not know the answer 
to those questions. One thing was certain: 
He stood out among all others in his class. 


HE liked his courage. He wasn’t 
G stra even of being laughed at in his 

pursuit of knowledge. As classmate 
she sometimes helped by answering his 
queries. She realized he was different from 
the other boys she knew. So serious. 
So high-minded. Formal. Thoughtful. 
Considerate. Would she object, he asked 
one day, if he should call? Betty 
would not. Perhaps he would tell her more 
of his far-away country. He called and they 
talked. It was like an education, she says. 

He told her about the philosophy, the cul- 
ture, the age-old civilization of India. “‘He 
was broad-minded,”’ she says. “If he 
couldn’t understand our American ways, he 
did not criticise them. He didn’t dance. But 
he didn’t object if I did. He urged me to 
go with the other boys of our class. He 
wanted me to have a good time. 

‘Whenever there was a birthday, or an 
anniversary, he remembered it. Always 
some flowers, or something like that. Never 
much. The spirit counted, not the gift. He 
explained that he was only a poor stuaent. 

“The first time we went out together, he 
took me toa play. My sister went as chap- 
eron. He had balcony sé€ats. I was shocked 
and hurt. But he explained we would hear 
and see just as well, would enjoy the play 
as well. Only we wouldn't be making a 
show of ourselves. And ‘I must save,’ he 
said. ‘I am only a student and poor, you 
know.’ 

“That night he wanted to know if he 
might ask my father’s permission to marry 
me. I thought it over long before I an- 
swered. I realized then that I loved him. 
‘Yes,’ I said, for I was willing to wed him. 

“So he went home that night and wrote 
a formal letter to my father. In it was a 
formal statement of what he owned. All 
those acres and acres of land. A village on 
the land.

“He gave my father that statement. He 
told him that we would always live in Amer- 
ica.

Hopkins, Cornell. They are fervent patri- 
ots. And war-time India was seething in 
ferment. The natives had a dream of free- 
ing themselves from English rule. 

About Bose centered that activity in Chi- 
cago. His wife was admitted into the 
Friends of Freedom for India, and the In- 
dian Association—two propagandist organ- 
izations. Their home was a rendezvous for 
those who plotted to throw off the British 
yoke. Being young and dreaming youth's 
romances, Betty Bose liked it. She was be- 
coming interested in India now. 

So that when her husband asked her, in 
June, 1922, to go back with him for a brief 
visit to his people she acceded. She wanted 
to know more of those people. And, too, 
the Gandhi movement was just then at its 
height. Betty Bose’s husband was becom- 
ing rapidly a follower of the great leader 
who sought to unite all India, Hindu, Mo- 
hammedan and Buddhist, in a nonresistant 
war against the British.

Yes, she 
would go. 


UROPE was visited first. There were 
K conferences with Indian exiles in Paris 
and Geneva and at Berlin, where 
other Friends of Freedom for India came 
from Moscow to meet these two Americans 
and submit reports and conclusions.

This was India, at last. And it wasn’t at 
all what Betty Bose had pictured. Every- 
where on the streets of Calcutta were the 
sacred cows.

He took them to 
his native home.

They sat on the floor to eat, dipping their 
hands in the family pot. This cousin had 
somehow fixed a mirror and a box for a 
dressing table for me. He got a chair. 
And he got a plate and a knife and fork

arrived, until I bathed. That is the 
ritual in such Hindu homes. One 
must. purify one’s self before eating. No 
plumbing. Ugh! There was a big tank 
with water for the household use. They 
sent me into the room where I was 
to bathe. I didn't know better. I just got 
into the tank. Everybody, except this cous- 
in and my husband, was horribly shocked 
when that was known. 

“There was no electricity for my curler, 
of course. I wanted to fix myself up. I 
started for the kitchen to heat it over the 
stove there. Immediately the Hindu serv- 
ants and the family started to raise a fuss. 
The high-caste Brahmin who was cook 
would have been polluted had I crossed the 
threshold. Our cousin didn't explain to me 
then. He just said he would fix things, 


WAS tired and I was hungry. But I 
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and brought a little bra- 
zier of fire to my room. 
“We spent a few days 
there. They provided me 
with a sari—the nation- | 
al woman’s costume. And - 


we started for Dacca, a 
journey by railroad and 
steamer, and I was sep- 
arated from my husband 
and thrust into a shut-off 
compartment with the 
women and children. In 
one way I was beginning 
to feel now like a piece 
of furniture—just a sort 
of convenience to my hus- 
band. But when I stepped 
out on the street in that

but a nightdress. I was afraid every 
minute it was going to fall off. 

“We arrived at Dacca, in East 
Bengal. It is a city of 100,000 peo- 
ple. Not far from there is the vil- 
lage of Pudbi, on the estate of my 
husband’s father’s family. Conse- 
quently, although that {is smaller 
than the estate he inherited from his 
mother’s family at Barodi, it is the 
family seat. 

“He had rented a houseboat for 
me to live in on the River Ganges. I 
didn’t know then, but that was because the 
presence of a foreign woman would pollute 
the family home. 

“His folks really are liberal, or try to be. 
I didn’t live on the houseboat, but in a wing 
of the family home. A great big home, to 
whieh wings had been added during the 
different centuries whenever the family 
grew. ‘All the sons and grandsons of the 
patriarchal head of a family live with him, 
you see. So that even second cousins are 
considered as brothers in a family. 

“All around the house, which was set on 
a bench of land, were paddy-flelds, covered 
with water. As far as you could see. The 
house itself was more bare than the one in 
Calcutta. 1 wrote to my father: 

“‘Why, you wouldn't even think it fit for

as I said. Then we went across 
to my husband's house. Jt was 
October and the monsoon was blow.ng.

“I couldn’t bathe there, But there was 
nowhere else. We finally got the porch shut 
in with screens. But the servants were al- 
ways peeping, I discovered. The whiteness 
of my skin was a marvel to them. They 
wanted to sée. 


ad | CANNOT tell you how many people 
were in the village. It did not look 
large. But they live so close together 
there. Word was sent out that the son of 
the family had brought back a wife. A 
white woman! I used to sit on the veranda 
with my mother-in-law and other women. 
People passed by almost in a procession 
Only, instead of passing, they stood to look. 
Some of them, my husband afterward told 
me, had walked four days’ distance to see a 
white woman. 

“I finally had to ask him to send them al! 
away. He didn’t like that much. 

“My mother-in-law thought I wasn't mod- 
est because I wore a wedding ring and had 
no bracelets on my arms. Bracelets mean 
marriage to them. She had these two made 
for me—one for each arm. That was some- 
thing like a marriage certificate, I: suppose. 
It made me more respectable. 

“Two days after I arrived there was a big 
feast. Everybody who came that day wds 
fed. They'd sit on their hunkers about a 
great bowl of food, dip in their hands, and 
look—most of the time—on the white 
stranger. 

“My mother-in-law showed me the family 
jewels, tlaras of gold studded with dia- 
monds, emeralds, rubies, turqoise;: brace- 
lets, anklets, necklaces. Once when he was 
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complaining of being poor I asked my hus- 


band why he did not sell some of these 
things. They belonged to the family, rather 
than to him. They were to be passed on to 
his son, he said. That was the family tra- 
dition. It was the same with the land. ! 
wanted him to sell and come back to Amer+ 
ica. He was bound in honor by the code of 
their tradition to keep the land in the family 
and hand it On to the family. 

“There was something like the old feudal 
days about it all. The zsamindar caste own 
the land. It is rented to retainers, who 
have been in that relation to the family for 
generations. They pay a certain portion of 
the crop for the land. They are bound also 
to fight for the szamindar. Only, of course, 
since English rule, they do not fight for 
him. Nevertheless, that old tie binds. 

“These people, these retainers, the zamin- 
dar caste looks upon, I think, as we might 
some pet dog. Eager, solicitous, anxious for 
their welfare, always, even though English 
rule has somewhat changed the relation he- 
tween master and man. Yet when I protest- 
ed to my husband that I could not stand 
being a sideshow freak, he decided to send 
me, not them, away. 


OW. WENT to Barodi, the other 
village. That is further from 
civilization. My husband's family 
owns jt all. I was left there in a 
bare sort of house, with a younger broth- 
er of my husband as attendant. He was 
to manage the servants, because I could 
not speak to them in their language. In- 
stead, I shortly found out, he was to man- 
age me. . 

“I would order something for a meal and 
he would-countermand the order. He was 
ruler over my wishes. He ran the house- 
lhold. I wasn't trusted with one cent of 
money. If I had not had §4000 of my own 
when I ent to India I would be there yet. 

‘‘My husband took me to Barodi and left 
me. His brother put me in purdah. That 
is, in the women's quarters. Nothing to do 
all day except swelter in the murky, muggy 
heat of the monsoon. Nothing to do but 
listen to the gossip of the other women— 
and sweat. Oh, how I suffered! For six 
months thereafter I was sick. 

“The other women, except in family vis- 
its, went velled. I would not vell. To be 
truthful, no one asked me to. But I could 
not go out. There I was. Anything that 
I learned of my husband's plans I learned 
through his Jetters to his brother. I was 
beginning to know, now, what life is in the 
purdahs of India. 

“Yet they did their begst—all but my hus- 
band—to make it pleasant for me. They 
had a play in my honor. Almost the whole 
village took part. It was beautiful, full of 
color. 

“My husband-came for me. His brother 
told me he was coming. And we went back 
to Calcutta. There I was sick. Very sick.

Rouge, and all the way between the Port- 
lands. Telegraph, radio and press joined 
in a nation-wide search for the 20-year-old 
heir, missing for seven years, whose birth- 
right had grown like a magic beanstalk. 

It was a situation that nonplussed attor- 
neys. A $250.000 estate lay waiting for a 
legal claimant—-a quarter of a million dol- 
lars in ofl lands, royalties, leases and cash 
tied up in banks and legal red tape, and the 
heir to it all was lost, perhaps sailing the 
high seas, perhaps shoveling coal or pitching 
hay, perhaps @ead. In the meantime, guar- 
dians, lessees, attorneys and oil companies 
sat with hands tied, while the fortune piled 
up interest.

Twelve days went by and the show 
was repeated. The crowd was there 
once more and the second vaccine— 
the stronger one, whose bacilli had the 
power of killing guinea-pigs but not 
rabbite—.was injected and the animals 
bore up beautifully under it and scam- 
pered about as healthy sheep, goats 
and cattle should do. 

On that thirty-first of May, 1881, all 
of the 48 sheep, two goats and several 
caitlie—-those that were vaccinated and 
those to which nothing whatever had 
been done—received a surely fatal 
dose of virulent anthrax bugs. 

With his whole scientific reputation 
trusted to this one delicate test, realiz- 
ing at last that he had done the brave 
but terribly rash thing of letting a 
frivolous public judge his science, 
Pasteur rolled and tossed around in 
his bed and got up 60 times that night.
